New "Way to Heat tars. 


A party at Bloomington has invented B 


new device for heating street ours on the 
coldest days. It has been tested. The 
heater is a little iron and steel coke fur- 
nace which is put under the middle of a 
seat, being introduced from the outside 
through a bole cut in the side of the car. 
This furnace is encased in a galvanized 
iron shield. The smoke passes out at the 
bottom of the oar through a pipe with a 
T end. A current of pure air is forced 
into the furnace case by means of a blow- 
er fan operated by the car's motion, and 
thus heated and forced out into the oar 
through two outlet pipes of five inches 
in diameter. The furnace is easily regu- 
lated and perfectly safe. One experiences 
no discomfort from sitting on the seat 
just above it. It in easily removed from 
the car and is always to be taken from 
the car before the letter is put in the oar 
house, Inns obviating all danger of fire 
to buildings.

about testing the difference between gas 
and electric light for the streets.

FIGURES OF INTEREST. 


How Hiel> License is Said to Operate in 


the State of Illinois. 


It haa been learned how the Harper 


high license law operates in certain cities 
in tbe state. Deoatnr liquor sellers have 
paid $600 a year long before the law was 
adopted, and BO there ia no change here 
of note. Tbe chief of police at Wash- 
ii gton City some time ago sent an inqui- 
ry to the beard for definite information 
as to tbe success of high license in this 
state, with a view to asking congress to 
apply the high license system to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Tbe following is the 
information which the board obtained by 
careful inquiry in some of the leading 
cities in the state: 


Book Island reports a $500 rate for licenses, 


resulting In $16,000 Increase of revenue, a de- 
crease of 39 In the number of saloons and of 
GO per cent in crime and arrests. 


Bockford haa a §800 rate, with doubled rev- 


enue, but gives no other data, 


Peoria has a $500 rate, an increase of $14,000 


In re von le and a deduction of 30 In the num 
bei oliatoons; no other data. 


f kin » J500 rate, doubling the revenue trom 


salooue, reducing their number by 6 and 
crime and arrests by 60 per cent. 


Monmouth and Q-ulesburg report eacb a 


$1 000 rate, acting as practical prohibition, 


Mendota a $500 rate, ?3,0"0 increase of reve- 


nue, 3 less saloons anri 25 per cent less crime. 


LiiSalle a $300 rate, $13 000 more revenue, 38 


less saloors and a reduction of more than one- 
half In crimes and arrests. 


Jollct has a $1,000 rate, which the report says 


pays nearly the entire cost uf tho police aLd 
flredipartraeuts, has reduced the number ol 
saloons fr«m 125 to 35, and that crime has dc- 
creuood and tbe ordinances more rigidly en- 
forced. 


Alton reports a $500 rate, increasing the rev- 


enue as two and a half to one, but gives no 
other data. 


Belle tille reports "a vast increase" in reve- 


nue, with a de-crease of 20 saloons, and Chicago 
reports an Increase of $1,330,000 In revenue, 
with no other data. 


Not a single report has been received which 


does not give some favorable indication from 
the operation of the law, and in some instan 
ces, as shown above, the cbange Is very dls 
tlnolly tor tbe better.

The sudden death of Tics Presi- 


dent Hendrieks, which occurred at 
tishome in Indianapolis at 4:45 p. 
m. on Wednesday, has produced a 
most profound sensation throughout 
the country. The health of the Vice 
President had not been the best for 
aorae few years past, but recent re 
ports have represented him as being 
in an improver! condition, and hia 
friends fondly hoped that his life 
•would be spared for many years. 
It 


seems, however, that he himself had 
premonition* of his approaching die 
eolation, and in various ways had 
indicated hie belief that death would 
CP*ae icon, and in some such sudden 
•way as that which it really did as- 
sume on Wednesday. 


Mr. Hendricks has occupied a large 


share of public attention for a long 
time, having been in public life al 
most continuously for the last forty 
years. Possessing a most winning 
disposition, an orator of the most 
persuasive character, and a partisan 
of the etraightest kind, it IB cot 
strange that he should ht.ve eijoj- 
-a rare degree of populnrity suv 
those who belonged to Lie school of 
politics. History will hardly accord 
to him a place among the first states- 
men of his time, for his name is not 
connected with any great measure 
that erystalized into law under his 
efforts or by reason of his advocacy, 
but it will award to him the credit of 
great purity of personal and official 
character, and a reputation as one of 
the first among the partisan leaders 
of his time. 
A Bourbon of the most 


pronounced type (as we understand 
the term), it is not strange that his 
magnetic eloquence should have made 
him the idol of his class, or that his 
amiability should have atoned so 
fully for hia lack of some other qual- 
ities that would have added so much 
to the lasting character of his fame, 
and it is a source of regret that his 
talents in the direction of leadership 
should not have been directed in a 
channel that would better stand the 
impartial judgment of history. 
No 


public man can leave a lasting im- 
pression upon history whose greatest 
efforts are made in opposing some- 
thing, and that was the role played 
by Mr. Hendricks daring the greater 
part of his career. He must identi- 
fy himeelf with some great measure 
and fight to carry it through, rather 
than content himself with the nega- 
tive occupation of uttering "I ob- 
ject," to everything that is proposed. 
Mr. Hendricks chose to put himself 
in the attitude of a clog upon the 
wheel of events, but the wheel went 
on all the same, and his efforts to 
stop it resulted in an inglorious fail- 
ure. 
He opposed everything that 


succeeded, and everything that he 
advocated 
failed. 
He 
was on 


the wrong side, 
though that ke 


was honest in his sentiments cannot 
be doubted, and it will ever remain 
a source of profound regret that he 
did not supplement and round out 
his career by throwing the weight of 
his ability and the influence of a 
blameless life in favor'of the great 
reforms which mark the period of 
his public service.

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., November 2ji.— 


Vice-President Hendricks died very sud- 
denly and unexpectedly at his residence 
on North Tennessee street in this city at 
five o'clock last evening. The demise of 
our illustrious citizen was so unlooked- 
for that the city was shocked at its oc- 
currence, and the most of our people 
•were loth to believe it until it was bul' 
letined from the newspaper offices and 
confirmed by personal visits to the house; 
The stricken wife was visited by her im-j 
mediate friends, but such was the shock 
to her nerves that it was with the greatest 
difficulty that she could talk upon the sub- 
jectatall. The city is in mourning, and the 
great heart of Indiana is bleeding ovet 
tbe remains of her distinguished son. 


Mr. Hendricks returned from Chicago 


on Monday suffering from a very severe' 
cold, ancl complained of pains in his head 
and breast, buthis condition was not sucfi 
as to awaken fears lor his safety. Dr. 
Thompson, the family physician, was 
called, and the patient insisted upon caloi 
mcl being administered to him. This thq 
physician refused to do, owing to thd 
prostrating effects which the drug'always 
produced upon Mr. Hendricks, but he 
gave him an emetic, and later in the day 
an injection. Tuesday night the Vice- 
Preisdent had so much improved that 
he 
and 
Mrs. Hendricks 
at- 


tended a reception at the residence 
of State Treasurer Cooper. Mr. Hen- 
dricks usually wears heavy clothing, bat 
Tuesday night he took this off and donned 
a dress suit of lighter material. They 
returned home a little be^re twelve 
o'clock. During the entertainment Mr. 
Hendricks was in personal appearance as 
well as usual, and none, save a lew, to 
whom he spoke about the matter, sup- 
posed that he was suffering pain. He 
complained to one or two, however, that 
he was feeling unwell, but did not ex- 
press any apprehension of fatal conse- 
quences. 


He slept well during the night and 


arose yesterday morning apparently re- 
freshed and lefling better. An hour or 
two later he wta taken with a rigor, and, 
despite the efforts of the attending physi- 
cian, the force of the chill remained un- 
broken lor quite an hour, and was accom- 
panied with pains to the stomach. Dr. 
Thompson gave him an emetic and an 
injection, which brought relief. He arose 
from his bed, in which he had lain 
only 
a 
few 
minutes 
and 
read 


the morning papers, 
talking 
cheer- 


fully with his -wife and an old servant. 
Ee "was seriously prostrated, but the doc- 
tor was not apprehensive of danger, and 
he engaged in conversation 'with the pa- 
tient on several subjects, among which 
was the Vice-President's expected depart- 
ure for Washington and the resumption 
of his duties as President of the Senate. 
Mr. Hendricks, however, appeared to be 
oppressed by his sickness, and was very 
•olicitons that Mrs. Hendricks sh»uld be 
always near him. 


If she left the room for a moment he 


Inquired concerning her and appeared ill 
at ease until she re-entered the room. 
When this disposition was developed Mrs. 
Hendricks continued by his side, and was 
present during the visit of the physicians. 
Jnst before noon he had a relapse, and 
the physicians were again summoned and 
administered the usual remedies, beglde 
WecOlng the patient, and Mr. Heodilcki 


Morgan remained. Mr. Hendricka tossed 
[uneasily in his bed and complained of 
[great pain, but suddenly it seemed to 
mease, and he said to his nephew: "I am 
(free at last; send for Eliza," meaninghis 
'wife, and these were his last words, for 
the young man left the room and not 
realizing the urgency of the message did 
not deliver it at once, 


i Jnst before five o'clock Mrs. Hendricks 
'came into the room and found that her 
(husband was dead. He died alone. The 
,cnd of a long and eventful life had come 
peacefully and quietly. He lay in the 
"bed, outside of the covering, only par- 
tially disrobed, with his eyes half clDsed 
as if he were iu a cheerful sleep. On his 
face there were no traces of pain or suf- 
fering, but a pallor had come over it that 
(indicated only loo plainly that he had 
passed avtay. It needed no close exami- 
nation to tell that lie was dead, and Mrs. 
Hendricks screamed and ran down stairs. 
A 
servant 
was 
dispatched to 
the 


.residence of Dr. Thompson adjoining, 
and he came immediately, but by the 
,time he had i cached the bedside the 
•limbs of the distinguished dead man 
were becoming cold and rigid, and to 
Mrs. Hendricks' pathetic appeal, "Oh, 
Doctor, can't you do something?" lie was 
obliged to answer, "It is too late." 


Mrs. Hendricks became almost dis- 


tracted with grief, and it was an hour or 
more before she became sufficiently com- 
posed to give any informatiou about her 
husbanct'slastlmoments. The'lamily serv- 
ants, two of whom had lived with them 
for years, ran about the house crying »nd 
moaning, and there was the utmost con- 
fusion for a time. 


When the news wo? bulletined down 


itown, it was generally discredited, and 
in a very few minutes a hundred or more, 
of Mr. Hendricks' close political and per- 
'soualfriends had hurried to the house. 
Very soon a great crowd collected around 
the entrance and on the street, and it was 
found necessary to refuse admission to 
nay and all comers except the immediate 
relatives. 


Mr. Hendricks died in his private cham- 


ber, a large, comfortable room in which he 
did the most of his work. Near the bed- 
side was a case containing legal and po- 
litical works, and on his desk were his 
papers, memoranda and a large number 
of letters, which had been allowed to oc-. 
cumulate without answering in the last two 
or three days. His dressing-goivn and 
slippers were at his bedside and near by 
was a small stand, on which were various 
medicines and a goblet of water. Por- 
traits, landscapes and bric-a-brac adorned 
the walls of the room and were in strik- 
ing contrast with the sad scene within. 


CAUHK OF DEATH. 


Dr. Thompson says that in his opinion 


Mr. Hendricks died of paralysis of the 
brain, anil there will probably be a post' 
mortem examination to establish what the 
disease was. For several years he had not 
been a robust man was subject to frequent 
"bad spells," as he called them, during 
which he would be prostrated sometimes 
for days at a time. 
About two years ago 


he was confined to his room for seven 
weeks by a gangrenous affection of the 
foot, which at the time it was feared would 
result in blood poisoning, and it was then 
thought that the end of his life was near 
at hand, but he apparently recovered en- 
tirely from this and was in his usual 
health. While in Washington during the 
last session of Congiess he was over- 
worked and almost worn out by the press 
of political matters, and upon his return 
home he signified Ms intention of laying 
aside all public business thin summer am 
devoting the time to recreation. He spent 
three weeks at Atlantic City, fishing, bath- 
ing and yatching. and 
came

lake resorts, ancl 
afterward 
to 
the 


Miami reservoir in Ohio, on a flshing ex- 
pedition. 
He returned from there two 


weeks ago, and at that time said that ho 
never felt better in his life. 
Last week 


by special invitation, he attended the fal 
stock bhow at Chicago, and was the re- 
cipient of considerable attention there 
in the way of banquets and receptions 
returning home on Saturday, somewhn 
indisposed. At the reception he attend 
ed Tuesday night, however, lie appcurci 
to be unusually cheerful ancl remaincc 
much later than was his custom on such 


tenance, not the conventional sign of a 
'mild regret that ordinarily follows be- 
reavements that make their popular im- 
'pression simply because of the station in 
the public distinction of the deceased. 
In the case of Vice-President Hendricks 
there was indication of a real and sub- 
stantial popular grief; every little group 
where the event was discussed aud de- 
plored, including those who spoke of him 
as a friend as well as a distinguished 
public character, Hendricks was referred 
to with attestations of love as well as re- 
spect. Nothing was so noticeable in the 
public natherings as this marked show of 
the strung personal hold he had upon 
the people.

News of the death of Vice-PreMdcnl Ileu- 
drieks was flashed to WaMiiniiton .ilmost 
immediately after the sorrowful discovciy 
was made at Indianapolis, but as the day 
was an hour farther along here it was 
nearly or qnite seven o'clock before the 
Washington public learned of the event.

A Day Long to Be Remembered 


at Indianapolis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, 
INC., December 1.— 


The mortal remains of Thomas A. Hen- 
dricks, the filth Vice-President of the 
United States to die during his term of 
office, were conveyed to the tomb to-day. 
The event was made memorable In many 
respects by the presence of a tremendous 
concourse of people from all parts of the 
Nation to -witness the simple rites which 
preceded their interment, The presage 
cf 
inclement 
weather on the day of 


his funeral, which was given yesterday, 
•was verified only to the extent of a win- 
try leaden sky and a thick atmosphere 
during early hours, unusual to this lati- 
tude. The heavy fog of the preceding 
nftcinoon still hang over the city, ivlicu 
day broke, but as the hours wore on, it 
lilted somewhat, and became less im- 
penetrable. 
The 
sombreness of the 


heavens were reflected even more deep- 
ly in the appearance of the city, which 
•witnessed the development of his ca- 
reer. Its chief structures were hidden 
in their folds of black drapery, while 
to the occasion 
were lent ail forms 


which people can observe to show their 
respect for the dead. The business of 
the city was entirely suspended. The 
clergy without respect to sect, joined in 
the obsequies; 
the 
bells 
of all the 


churches tolled requiems, and the pres- 
ence of the populace in the column which 
followed his funeral car, or stood as si- 
lent spectators of the solemn spectacle 
attested their fealty to his memory. 


The early morning trains on all the rail- 


ways brought delegations from the Na- 
tional Capital and all the leading cities of 
the Union, together with on influx of peo- 
ple from all the interior cities and hamlets 
of Central Indiana and Illinois. 
The 


Cabinet was repreented by Sscretary Btvy- 
ard, Secrctaries.Ijamar, Whitney, Endicotl 
and Postmaster-General Vilas. 
The Su- 


preme Bench was represented by Associ- 
ated Justices Matthews and Blatchford. 
The United States Senate was represent- 
ed by Senators Edmunds, Allison, Pugh, 
Harris, Conger, Blair, Uolpli, Vest, Beck, 
Camden, Vance, Jones, Voorhees, Payne, 
Palmer and Harrison. 
The coiumittef 


representing thellousc of Representatives 
•was composed of Morrison, Biount, Her- 
bert, Holman, Springer, Hepburn, Ward, 
Phelps, Kleiner and Dunn. The num- 
ber 
of

of the lower House present, in addition 
to those named was large. 
The Govern- 


ors of Indiana, Ohio, Illinois and Ken- 
tucky were present, attended by tlieii

guests, the latter accompanying the dele- 
gation from St. Louis. 
The officers and 


other official delegates were met on theii 
arrival by local sab-committees and giver 
tickets of admission to St. Paul's Episco- 
pal Cathedral, to be present at the church 
services, and were assigned positions it 
the funeral column. 


The Presidential special Baltimore & 


Ohio train, with members of the Cabi- 
net, arrived a few minutes past nine 
The party was met by the Keception 
Committee, headed by Senator Harri- 
son, and immediately driven to the Hen- 
Cricks residence. Colonel John IVf. Wil- 
son, U. S. A., was intrusted with an au- 
tograph letter from President Cleveland 
to Mrs. Hendricks, expressing his pro- 
lonnd sorrow and condolence, and re- 
grets that circumstances, over which h< 
had no control, prevented his attendance 
»t the cerem'onies. Colonel Wilson alsc 
bore a beautiful 
flor ''esisn made of 


flowers from the conservatory of the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion, with the condolence of 
Miss Cleveland. 


Train arrivals swelled the multitude on 


the streets to such an extent as to impede 
ordinary progress on all the chief thor- 
oughfares. 
Washington street presented 


a black mass of humanity hours before 
the services were entered upon at St. 
Paul's, and long before the passage of the 
column the windows of business blocks 
were filled by occupants whose eyes rest- 
ed upon a waiting multitude which occu- 
pied, apparently, every vantage point 
along the broad thoroughfare. 


The emblems of mourning which be- 


gan to appear on public and private build- 
ings on the day of the Vice-President's 
death, have grown in quantity and design 
until now the whole city may be said to 
be in funeral garb. Washington street 
^presents an almost unbroken line of 
draped houses, while on every business 
street and even along the 
residence 


streets, 
people 
have 
been 
lavish 


in 
their 
display 
of 
signs 
of 


public sorrow. Perhaps the most effective 
display is at the Post-office, where wide 
,bandb of black cover the entire cornice 
and completely cover the small space of 
the flrbt story, leaving only doors and 
;windows visible. Not a line, not a spot 
jof white relieves the entire building. The 
Comity Court-house, where the remains 
'jay in state until Monday evening, and 
tthe Stale House are tastefully draped, 
'but in less elaborate style, owing to their 
much more massive exterior. 
A striking 


feature of the drapery of the buildings is 
the almost universal use of white niate- 
,rial as a border, or in bows or rosettes 
upon black. 
1 Legends are very few. One business 
ftouse on Washington street has the 
words: 


"I AM TREE AT LAST," 


the last words of the dead Vice-President. 
'Portraits of deceased, shronded in black, 
are profusely hung in lie windows. The 
general effect tells in mute eloquence 'of 
the high respect with which the people of 
Indianapolis regarded their fellow towns- 
man and of the tender sympathy which 
jmoves them to thus try to mitigate the 
igrief of her upon whom the blow of this 
Sational bereavement has fallen with the 
'heaviest force. 


One of the central points of attraction 


•'for the visiting multitude was the mod- 
«st home of the late Vice-President on 
(Tennessee street, 
a plain two-story 


;brick structure, facing the State Capitol 
ibuilding cow in process ol construction. 
'On the front door of the home was a 
'black rosette, from which was pendant 
a strip of black crape, which consti- 
tuted the 
only 
outward emblem ol 


mourning. On the street, in front oi 
the house, were gathered a large but 
-respectable 
crowd, 
which 
grew in 


numbers as the forenoon advanced.

Over a laige painting of the dead Vice- 


Prt'sident in the back parlor of the man- 
sion was (lung a soft drapery of white 
Chinese silk, and near it stood a splendid 
banner, presented during the recent Na- 
tional campaign, containing the faces of 
President Cleveland and tiie deceased. 


Daring the morning the arrival of addi- 


tional floral designs caused a change in 
the arrangement in the parlors. 
An em- 


blem of "Gates Ajar," from the Cook 
County Democratic Club of Chicago was 
placed at the head ol the casket. Per- 
haps the most thoughtful and touching 
tribute was a simple wreath from the lit- 
tle village of Fultonham, Ohio, where Mr. 
Heudricks was born. 
It was placed on 


the casket, and along side of it were cast 
the more rare and brilliant products of the 
White House 
conservatories 
received 


this morning from Miss Cleveland. 


At 9 a. in. Mrs. Hendricks entered the 


room for her last leave-taking, accom- 
panied by her brother and Mrs. Morgan. 
The ordi al was most trying, and the deso- 
late woman seemed to be utterly pros- 
trated, clinging to the last to the clay so 
soon to bo hidden forever from her view, 
and impressed with the life-like appear- 
ance of the dead, she desired to pre- 
serve tliis lost scene, and so, late as 
it was, she scut for a photographer to 
take a picture of the casket.- Before he 
arrived, delegations from distant cities 
began to come and were permitted to 
pass through and 
view 
the 
remains 


while the photographer was engaged at 
his work. The members of the Cabinet 
,,'ii(lgcs of (he Supreme Court and others 
Ironi Washington entered, and were for- 
tunately, detained a fe,v minutes by the 
process. 


It was eleven o'clock when the caskel 


was replaced and the stream of visitors 
again passed by and out through the side 
door. Shortly after this the pull-bearers 
arrived. 
The draped hearse and car- 


riaires for the family and friends were 
I'lar-ihalctl before the door, and prepara- 
tions were made for the final removal of 
the body. This was done withoat further 
leave-taking. 
The police and military 


kept the curious 'but always respectful 
muss of people out oJ they way, and the 
little cavalcade moved quietly with its 
escort through the densely lined streets 
to the cathedral of St. Paul. 


The casket was borne into the church 


at 12:14 p. m., the vast congregation ha^ 
ing already been seated with the excep- 
tion of the immediate relatives and church 
vestry. The officiating clergy, four in 
number, Bishop Knickerbocker, of this 
diocese; Kcv. Dr. Stringfellow, of Mont- 
gomery, Ala., tirst rector of St. Paul's, 
and under vi hose ministration Mr. Hen- 
dricks joined the church; Rev. Dr. Fulton, 
of St. Louis, a former rector of St.Paul's, 
and Rev. Dr. Jenckes, the present rector, 
in their robes of office, met the remains 
'at the mam entrance of the cathedral on 
Illinois street, preceded by a guard of 


Indianapolis light Infantry. The body 
was 
borue 
np 
the 
central 
aisle, 


the 
clergymen 
and 
members 
of 


the 
vestry 
going 
ia 
advance. 


Bishop Knickerbocker voiced the opening 
sentence of the burial service: "I am the 
resurrection and the life," followed by 
Rev. 
Dr. Stringfellow and Dr. Fulton, in 


their recitation of other verses used in 
the offices for the dead, until the casket 
Lad been carried forward and placed out- 
side the chancel. 
The great audience 


stood . while the impressive seene was 
enacted. 
Following the bier came the 


widow, leaning on the arm of Mr. Mor- 
gan, 
followed 
by 
other 
relatives. 


Thirteen pews at the right of the central 
aisle were reserved for the family, while 
the vestry and members of local commit- 
tees occupied pews in front to the left. 
The pew occupied by the dead Vice- 
President in his life time was the tenth 
from the front to the left of the middle 
aisle, when facing the altar. It was dis- 
tinguished by its complete envelopment 
in black cloth, and was unoccupied. The 
church is a modest brick structure, seat- 
ing 900 people, but holding in this in- 
stance fully 1,000. 


The church was fully and appropriately 


draped. Handsome designs, the gifts of 
Cincinnati and Toledo clubs, were prom- 
inent. The charch was brilliantly lighted. 
Inside the chancel, in addition to the 
officiating clergy, were 
seated 
other 


clergy of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in their robes, the choristers' benches 
were occupied by other city and visiting 
clergy. When the casket was placed in 
front of the chancel rail the choir sang 
thejuitliem 


"LORD, LET ME KNOW MY KND." 


The lesson of the dead was read by 


Rev, 
Dr. Jenckes. This was followed by 


the bingiug ol the hymn, "Lead, Heaven- 
ly Light" by the choir, the audience 
joining, Rev. Dr. Jenckes, speaking from 
the lecturn,delivered the address. When 
the speaker had concluded, Mrs. Doncr, 
of Chicago, sang "Rock of Ages." The 
Bishop closing with prayers and benedic- 
tion. 
• 


The casket was then lifted and borne 


from the church, the audience remaining 
seated, The bells of all the churches be- 
gan tolling, 
when ihe remains were 


taken from 
the 
house, 
and contin- 


ued their mournful pealing during the 
rites and while the procession was on its 
long march to Crown Hill Cemetery. 


There was very little delay in the 


movement of the column when once the 
people who had composed the church au- 
dience had been assigned their carriages. 
The column was preceded by a mounted 
police escort, who were folhiwed by the 
Columbus Barracks band and the Rich- 
ardson Zouaves, who immediately pre- 
ccd the hearse. The latter was drawn by 
six black horses wearing black parapher- 
nalia, worn by the animals attached to the 
funeral car \\hich bore the remains of 
General I!rant to his grave. On either 
side of the hcursc i\as a guard of ludian- 
,i|'olis Light Infmilry, carrying their gun.s 
at position uf "Kever.se arms." Imme- 
diately in the rear of the hearse were the 
Kicc Guards and Straight Rifles, both 
local militaiy companies. The funeral 
car occupied u central position in the 
second of tbe four grand, divisions. The 
first division was composed of State mlli- 
'tary companies marching independently, 
all the ofliccrs mounted. 


Tlie Buscli Zouaves, of St. Louis, was 


the only company appearing in the line 
from outside the State. 


In the second grand division, following 


the hearse, came the carriage containing 
Mrs. Hendricks, Mrs. Morgan, Mr. and 
Mrs. Filzhugh Thornton. The succeed- 
ing twelve carriages contained relatives 
and very near friends. 
Ex-President 


Hayes occupied the next carriage, and was 
followed ia regular order by members of 
the Cabinet, Senators, Eepresentatives, 
Governors and stuffs, Judiciary, ex-Sena- 
tors and Representatives, military offi- 
cers, State officers of Indiana, followed 
by Presidents and faculties of universi- 
ties and colleges, Mayors of cities and 
other civil officials. 


The Third division was composed of all 


non-military organizations. 
It was pre- 


ceded by local Irish-American organiza- 
tions, followed 
by marching political 


clubs which had taken part in tire recent 
Presidential campaign. 


The Fourth Division was made up of 


local organisations, including the lire de- 
partment with their 
steamer 
heavily 


draped. 


The column took up its line of march 


at 12:48. 
Their progress through the 


crowded streets was very slow, and when 
the head of the column came within sight 
ol the cemetery, a mile distant, the Indi- 
anapolis Light Artillery began to flre min- 
ute gnne, which was continued until the 
hearse reached the grave. 


The line of march from the church was 


south on Illinois to Washington, east to 
Delaware, north to Market, west to Me- 
ridian, and north on Meridian to Crown 
Hill Cemetery. 
At the cemetery there 


was an immense concourse of people. 
The Hendricks lot and monument were 
covered with elaborate floral offerings. A 
white marble vault had been sunk into 
the ground near the monument for the 
reception of the burial casket. The inner 
'walls of the vault are completely covered 
with smilax and roses, so that the bare 
earth was at no place visible. 


The religious services here were very 


brief and simple. Drs. Pulton and String- 
fellow pronouncing the sentences. The 
committal service by ' Dr. Jencks fol- 
lowed, and the benediction was then pro- 
nounced by Bishop Knickerbocker. 


Before the simple ceremonies at the 


cemetery were closed, many of the or- 
irani/.ations,

dropped from the line and were mak- 
ing for their respective headquarters to

BLOODSHED AT BEVIEB. 


Telegraphic] Communication Be* 


tween Governor MannaduJre 


and Others, 


A Terrible State of Affairs at a Missouri 


Mining Town—The Governor Will 


Not Interfere. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., December 2.— 


Governor Murniaclukc has furnished the 
public with the following teli'{jv.inliic cor- 
respondence relating to the riot at Be- 
vier. The Governor was at Marshall on 
piivate business when the following mes- 
sage from Sheriff Morgan was icceived:

CAPTAIN OUTHBIK'8 RKl'ORT. 


Guthrle's reply was as follows:

SIR—The situation la about this: On Satur- 


day, In a street melee, three or four per- 
sons were killed, some on both sidea, 
Since then there hai been excitement and 
occasional shooting, especially at night, 
but It seems that no one has been hurt. 
There was heavy firing hi that direction 
about ton or eleven o'clock, but aa yet no 
report of any casualties. 
People out of 
Bevier care little for It, and the riot- 
Inn only 
lasted for a short time 
No 
warrants were sworn omt till last even- 
Ing, which tho bhorlff will attempt to serve 
this morning. One Deputy Sheriff became 
unpopular with ono sld,e snd was threatened 
and left, and the Sheriff withdrew another 
who was thought to bo partial to the other 
side. 


This occurred on Sunday, and since there 
has been no ono between tho parties except 
tho local ofllccrs; nor has there been any 
casualties reported. I.oomls was down this 
evening andbrought all the guns and am- 
munition he could get, so It Is reported. It 
Is further reported that several negroes loft 
hero for Bevier about live o'clock. There 
had been no complaints made by any one 
until last evening. It Is thought Ly quite a 
number that should the Sheriff call a posse, 
he would not bo able to get one, and the na- 
ture and disorderly character of the dis- 
turbance Is such that no can not, with the 
promise af success, stop It with a civil 
posse. 
There Is just one way, In our judgment, to 
stop these occasional outbreaks and spor- 
adic moloos, and that Is to disarm by force 
or poisuaslon both sides, and throw down 
the stockad'e or leave them until they fight a 
proper respect for each other into ono an- 
other. Why are warrants not sworn out? 
Neither side wants any warrants sworn out. 
and no ono else Is sufficiently interested to 
expose his carcass to find out who Is the 
guilty party. It will also be more dllllcnlt to 
find an accused party than to arrest him 
when found. Will answer further alter day-, 
light, If this Is not satisfactory.
